Wheat of a good Quality, to mix with Engliſh, in a certain Proportion, 
appears to be the beſt Means for an immediate and regular Supply, and to 
operate in preventing an Advance of the preſent high Price of that Article. 


THAT to procure a due Supply of Foreign Wheat, it is expedient to open 
a Subſcription, by Way of a Loan, to be advanced by Inſtalments, as wanted, 


and repaid to the Subſcribers when the Purpoſe for which it is begun is gc- 
compliſhed ; unleſs a Loſs ſhould be ſuſtained, which Loſs ſhall be borne 
equally by each Subſcriber. 


Tua the Subſcription for ſach Purpoſe be immediately opened at each of 
the Banking Houſes in Oxford, to carry into Effect the Deſign mentioned, 
with as little Delay as poſſible. | 


THAT it be recommended to the Inhabitants of this Place to encourage 
the Conſumption of Bread made from Flour of a mixed Quality.
